Tho author, whose “Anglo-Chineso Sketches” 
established his claims asacompetentobserver and 
transcriber of treaty port life, bas here essayed 
the life history of a half-cante girl, the offspring 
of a Chinsso mother ‘and English fothor. The 
history follows her only upto her marriage, and 
it isto be hoped that ao sequel will follow, to 
show ua the oatural dovalopment of auch a 
beginning. Tho story of Eurasia is not a dry 
psychological study, by the way; it is fall of 
humour and thrilling incident. The people ato 
all very real, to be met any day of the week, and 
but for that blezsed dispenation which saves us 
from seeing ourselves us others seo us, might 
make gomé of us rquirm alittle, Mr. Rivers 
introduces us ta the beachcomber, the snob, tho

Tho purposes of tho colony, whosa members 
expeol it to nnmber handreda of followers in 
Chicago within. a year, are to live s daily 
existence devoid of everything nneatural and 
artifiolal, ; 

“When our colony takes up its complete and 
rounded life,” said De, Gluck, “we will bave 
:abaolutal Do neo for tho butchor, the baker and 
the candlestiok-makor. Our needs will be few, 
simple and of such a nature that wo will almost 
oncinds supply them ourselves, 

‘ All intoxicants, tobacco, meats, candies, ive, 
pepper, salt and delicacies are barred from the 
monucf the simple life advocates. When an 
individual makes up his mind to come into the 
coloay he mast not only agree to do without 
those articles, bat he must agree to dispense 
with (he use of tooth brushes, rasora. hair 
mmattrosses and a hundred other supposedly 
usefal and nocessary articles, 

“Tho next point that receives attention at 
the hands of the simple life advocates is the 
matter of clothing. ‘The present day attire is 
tahooed. Tho members will garb themselves 
in robes of unbleached linen, their shoes will 
be mata of linen, os woll as their hata. 

‘Rules exacting to the very letter are 
provided for courtship ood marriage. When a 
mao decides be has discovered bis hoart's desire 
he will inform othor mombere. Thon o gonoral 
moeting will bo ogsambled and the members will 
discus tho fitness of the matoh, If they think 
tho marriage will prove wise and happy they 
will voto thoir approval and the pair will be 
married by one of the members of the -colovy, 
There will be uo wedding cake or bridal party.”

are svcrotly posted on thy wells denouncing those 
who accept service. The nature. of ‘these 
placards may be judged by 6 recont apocimen : — 

“Hoarken to the words of Father Kavanagh, 
tha [rish Franciscan Patriot Priest, who 
pronounces it 6 heinous crime against Trishmon 
to enter the forces of robber Enyland; and he 
who engagos in one of England's unjust wars 
is guilty of deadly sin. 

“Make a vow that you will not recognize or 
mix with any man who dons the livary of an 
Irish slave—the red or. black cost or blue 
jackel—and keep your children from mixing 
with this anti-Lrish horde—tho shughtorers of 
the imocaut Boor women and children,”
